The death of the “encircier,” 
Edward VII—t whom it was said 
once; in a report of the Belgian 
embassy at Berlin, that “the peace 
of Europe was never in such 
danger as when the King of En- 
gland concerned himself with 
maintaining it’—called me to 
London, where I shared with my 
close relations, the members of

A boyhood friend of the Chan- 
cellor, to whom I epoke once about 
this, replied, with a smile, that it 
had been so with him even in 
school; there Herr von Bethmann 
had constantly taught and schoo!- 
mastered his fellow-students, of 
whom my informant 
that fl ly his had 
nicknamed him the governess.” 
He added that this trait was a 
misfortune for Bethmann, but that 
it had so grown into his very be- 
ing that he would never be able 
to get rid of it. 

An example of this is Beth- 
manns relationship to Herr von 
Kiderien, whom he desired to have 
as M of State, despite my 
emphatic jections. Herr von 
Gerlen Was an able worker and 
a man of strong character, who 
always sought to assert his inde- 
pendence. He had been about one 
year in office, wh Herr von 
Bethmann came to me one day, 
complained of Kiderlen’s obsti- 
nacy and insubordination, and 
asked me to appeal to his con- 
science. I declined, with the ob- 
servation that the Chancellor had 
chosen Kiderlen égainst my wishes 
and must now manage to get along 
with him; that the maintenance of 
discipline at the Foreign Office was 
a duty devolving up the Chancel- 
lor, in which I had no desire to 
interfere. 


FAULT WITH BETHMANN

became evident. | Deep down in 
his heart he & pacifist and 
was obsessed with) the aberration 
of coming to an understanding with 
England. I can perfectly well un- 
derstand that a man of pacifist 
inclinations should act thus in the 
hope of avoiding a war thereby. 
His object was entirely in accord 
with my policy. The ways and 
means whereby Bethmann sought 
to achieve it were, in my opinion, 
unsuitable. Nevertheless, I backed 
his endeavors. But I certainly did 
not believe that real success would 
result. It became ever more ap- 
parent, while he was Chancellor, 
that he was femote from politica! 
realities, Yet he always knew 
everything better than anybody 
else. Owing to the overstimation | 
of his own powers he stuck un- 
swervingly to his ideas, even when 
things all turned out differently 
from what he had expected. 
His reports were always admi- 
rabily prepared, brilliant in form, 
and, hence, impressive and a 
tractive. And in this there waa 
an element ot danger. In his 
opinion there was always but one 
solution, the one which he pro- 
posed! The apparent solidity and 
thoroughness of his reports and 
suggestions, the Illuminating treat- 
ment of the matters reported up- 
on from every angle, the references 
to experts, to foreign and native 
statesman and diplomats. etc., 
easily led to the impression that 
solely the Bethmann solution was 
worthy of consideration. In spite 
of these thorough preparations, he 
made mistake after mistake. 

Thus he had an actual share in 
our misfortune. When I returned 
from my Norwegian trip in 1914 
he did not place his resignation 
in my hands, to be sure, but he 
admitted that his political calcula- 
„tions had gone wrong. Neverthe- 
less, I left him in office, even after 
his Reichstag speech and the 
English declaration of war of Aug. 
4, 1914, because I considered it 
most serious to change the high. 
est official in the empire at the 
most critical moment in German 
history. The unanimous attitule

This action was determined upon, 
it was stated officially, in order to 
protett American interests. The 
incident which precipitated the ac- 
tion was the announcement that, 
the Rumanian government wag 
about to launch a loan for ap- 
proximately $175,000,000 for the 
purpose of covering outstanding 
obligations other than that in- 
volved in the debt to the United 


States. 

The Rumanian debt to the 
United States is approximately 
$40,000,000, the debt having been 
incurred as a result of advance- 
ment of foodstuffs by the United 
States in the period following the 
armistice, when the Rumahian 
populations were suffering. 

In negotiating this credit, it is 
stated, the Rumanian government 
agreed that the obligation to the 
United States should constitute a 
first lien on Rumanian resources

ATTORNEY 


Disbarment of M. 0. 
Graves Asked for Asserted 
Disrespect for Court 


M. O. Graves, a practicing at- 
torney, was accused by the Bar 
Association yesterday of violating 
his duty to maintain the respect 
due to the courts of justice, and 
his disbarment was requested in 
an accysation prepared by At- 
torneys Edwin A. Meserve and 
Frank C. Collier. 

Mr. Graves is charged with hav- 
ing sent through the mails to 
many persons, a communication 
Gated Oct. 25, 1921. It was en- 
titled, “Recall Judge Monroe and 
Save the Jury System.” 

The communication refers to 
the case of Margaret Clark, a check 
girl at the Alexandria. She sued 
the hotel company to recover tips 
which the company forced her to 
turn over to its treasurer. Mr. 
Graves charged that “Judge Mon- 
roe personally secured the transfer 
of this case from Department 11 
where it was set for trial, to his 
department.” 

After hearing the testimony it 
Was stated that Judge Monroe ex- 
pressed disgust with the greed of 
the hotel company in exacting its 
tribute in tips from the patrons of 
the hotel, but refused to allow the 
jury to passe on the question, and 
ordered judgment in favor of the 
company. The young lady was not 
financially able to appeal, Mr.

Burned Candles Also Used 
to Show Van Nuys Burn- 


ing Was Incendiary 


An empty oyster can, a wrench 
and several partly burned candies 
played an important part in cir- 
cumstantial evidence yesterday in 
Justice Forbes'’s court at the hear- 
ing of Nels A. Nellermore, ac- 


cused of burning insured prop- 
erty. 

Dep. Diet.-Attys. Orme and 
Moroney adduced testimony that 
Nellermore had insured his prop- 
erty at 15747 Rayen street, Van 
Nuys, for $19,750. Then they in- 
troduced the oyster can, the 
wrench, the candies and some oil- 
soaked rage to show that Neller- 
more had set fire to his house. 

It was shown that Nellermore 
had purchased two cans of oysters 
shortly before the fire, that one 
can was emptied and the other was 
found in a pantry of the place, 
which did not burn down. Testi- 
mony was presented tending to 
show that Neller more had used the 
oyster can to throw coal ol! about 
the attic of his house, the candies 
to light it and the wrench to cut 
off the water supply. 

It was stated that Nellermore’s 
familly was not at the house at the 
time of the fire, but that he was 
seen there shortly after the alarm 
was given. Small pieces of partly 
burned candles were found in the 
attic, as was the oyster can. Nel 
lermore is said to have borrowed 
the wrench. He was held to an- 
ewer, but was released on ball.
